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Student Senator Confronted on Campus

The student government offices at Milo Bail 
Student Center were the scene of an alleged assault 
Tuesday morning, according to a police report and 
eye witness accounts. 

Pete Wetzel, legislative public relations officer for 
student government, said he was standing outside his 
office talking to Damien Coran, Arts & Sciences sen- 
ator, when a woman approached Coran and asked to 
speak with him. 

Wetzel left the two to speak to each other, but 
when he looked back moments later, the woman was 
spraying Coran in the eyes with pepper spray. The 
police report said she was spraying him with mace. 

Wetzel said Coran spilled coffee on the woman, 


identified in a police report as freshman Dana 
Sherrod, when he raised his hands to protect his 
eyes. Sherrod then proceeded to hit Coran on the 
head with a glass bottle containing tea, according to 
a police report. 

The temporary secretary to student government, 
Marilyn Modlin, witnessed the incident from her 
desk. She said she also thought Coran spilled the 
coffee accidentally, but in the police report, Sherrod 
told police that she and Coran were arguing and he 
threw coffee on her. 

Wetzel said after the blow to the head Coran 
“came barreling in the door to my office. I locked the 
door to protect him.” 

He said Sherrod continued to bang on the door, 
trying to open it. 

Once inside the office, Wetzel found a bottle of 


water with which they tried to clean out Coran’s 
eyes. 

“His eyes were bright red, like Husker red,” 
Wetzel said. “You couldn’t even see retinas.” 

Wetzel said he called security and the two 
remained hiding in his office, worried that the 
assailant may have been armed. 

Modlin, who was at her desk near the entrance of 
student government at the time of the incident, said 
she didn't notice when Sherrod came in because so 
many students pass her desk over the course of the 
day. 

“IT was just sitting here working,” she said. “I 
turned and saw her (Sherrod) tunge at him.” 

Modlin said she was not sure if Sherrod hit Coran 


or the door with the glass bottle, but fragments of the

Decision Reached 
on Kiewit | 
Downtown Center

Several changes will be made to the College of Continuing Studies 
and UNO's use of the Peter Kiewit Conference Center in downtown 
Omaha, following more than a year of review by the Outreach Task 
Force. 

‘The College of Continuing Studies will focus almost exclusively on 
administering the BGS (bachelor of general studies) degree,” Chancellor 
Nancy Belck said in a bulletin released Jan. 24, 

The administrative offices for the bachelor of general studies program 
will be moved to the Office of Academic Affairs. John Farr, associate vice 
chancellor of academic affairs, will be dean of the College of Continuing 
Studies. 

The space that UNO uses in the conference center will be reduced 
from 76,600 square feet to about 15,000 square feet, reducing the uni- 
versity’s rent for the facility by about $600,000. The university will work 
with the state of Nebraska in transitioning the space vacated by UNO, 
Belck said. When the Peter Kiewit Conference Center opened in 
December 1980, it housed Metropolitan Technical Community College 
and 15 government agencies in addition to UNO's Downtown Education 
Center. 

Much of the space retained by UNO will house the Nebraska 
Business Development Center, the William Brennan Labor Institute and 
the Center for Public Affairs Research. 

The university will no longer operate conference facilities at the cen- 
ter due to a change in demand. Seven UNO-sponsored conferences 
were held at the center last year. 

Credit courses previously offered at the conference center will return 
to the main campus. The task force found that 70 percent of the students 
who take courses at the conference center preferred to enroll on the 
main campus. 

Non-credit courses offered at the center will be significantly reduced. 
“Since most of these courses are not central to UNOmaha’s mission, 
they will be more appropriately provided by other institutions like 
Metropolitan Community College," Belck said. UNO will still offer some 
non credit courses in other locations throughout the Omaha area. 

The implementation of these decisions will result in personnel 
changes in the College of Continuing Studies. Eighteen full-time posi- 
tions within the college are vacant and will not be filled, Belck said. Of 
the 22 current employees, seven will move to the main campus with the 
Bachelor of General Studies program and three will remain at the con- 
ference center with the William Brennan Labor Institute. The remainder 
will be reassigned to other departments where their expertise can be of 
use. 

“The university is committed to employing all CCS personnel at least 
through the end of this fiscal year, and it continues to work with affected 
personnel for internal or external placement,” Beick said. She also com- 
mended the staff for their cooperation throughout the process,

Offutt Airbase Celebrates 


50 Years with UNO

UNO began bringing classes to the military per- 
sonnel at Offutt Air Force Base on Jan. 17, 1950. 
Fifty years later both institutions are celebrating the 
collaboration with a scholarship luncheon this spring. 

Agroup of two hundred students attended the first 
classes. Since then the partnership evolved and ulti- 
mately the Bachelor's Degree of General Studies 
was offered so that military personnel and their 
dependents could earn a degree without leaving the 
base. ~ 

The partnership began because World War II dis- 
rupted the educational plans of many military service 


men who participated in that war. 

“A degree program was developed for the adult 
learner, which opened up the opportunity for many 
service people to go on Operation Bootstrap,” said 
Larry Winkler, director of academic programs in the 
college of continuing studies. “The military would 
assign them on temporary duty here to the Omaha 
area and their job was to go to school and finish 
there degrees that they started earlier.” 

The partnership continues to thrive today and a 
variety of courses are offered. 

“We're ready to continue for another fifty years,” 
Winkler said. “Because there are two things that 
aren't go away one is the need for national defense 
and the other is the need for education.”

When asked about the significance and applications of 
physics in our lives, Kasher was enthusiastic.

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Factors May 
Cause Cancer

While modern medicine can care for many things, 
serious illnesses still exist without a cure. One such 
disease is cancer, which claims the lives of thousands 
each year. 

The American Cancer Society of the Heartland 
Division has suspected that exposure to some envi- 
ronmental factors may be causing cancer. Scientists 
have already suspected that environmental factors 
such as smoking, diet and infectious diseases as well 
as chemicals and radiation in homes and in the work- 
place cause about three quarters of all cancer cases 
in the U.S. 

The concentration of these factors depends strong- 
ly on the level of harm that they can do to a person. 

The American Cancer Society has listed four envi- 
ronmental factors that are suspected of causing can- 
cer. 

Chemicals and radiation are one of these factors. It 
has been said that some chemicals such as benzene 
and asbestos show definite evidence of causing can- 
cer. Ultra violet radiation also is a definite cause of 
cancer. Another less known cancer-causing chemical 
is radon. Radon exposure in the home is dangerous. 
In lung cancer risk, smoking increases the effect of 
radon exposure. 

Pesticides are another cancer-causing factor. They 
are used in food producing in agriculture, and high 
doses of pesticides have caused cancer in animals. 
Usually such small concentrations found in some 
foods, do not have much risk. The American Cancer 
Society has actually found that people who eat more 
fruits and vegetables are at lower risk of getting can- 
cer than people who do not eat fruits and vegetables. 

Another environmental factor which may cause 
cancer is toxic waste. These dumps not only pollute 
the air, but the water and soil. These toxic chemicals 
in high amounts are found to cause cancer. In the 
future, controlling toxic materials will be essential for 
healthy living. 

The last cancer-causing factor according to the 
American Cancer Society is nuclear power plants. 
lonizing radiation emitted from nuclear plants pose a 
threat. The radiation, though dangerous, does not 
pose a serious threat in small amounts. 

Many chemicals cause cancer, however; they are 
not very dangerous until present in large amounts.

glass flew as far as her desk. 

Modlin said she was not worried as the incident 
was taking place, “but when I heard her (Sherrod) 
say ‘you’d better watch your car’ I knew it was time 
to call security.” 

She said she calmly walked over to Jan 
Brittenham, staff secretary for Student Programming 
- Organization, and asked her to call security. 

“T casually walked over to Jan’s desk,” Modlin 
said. “I didn’t want to run over there because I didn’t 
want her (Sherrod) to feel threatened.” 

Treasurer Mike Irwin entered the student govern- 
ment office as incident took place. He said after 
awhile, Sherrod discontinued kicking at the door and 
yelling and walked out of the office. He followed her 
from a distance as she progressed to the north 
entrance of Milo Bail. Security entered the building 
as Sherrod passed the information desk. Irwin point- 
ed her out and security detained her. 

_ According to Irwin, Sherrod walked very calmly. 
He thought that if he had not pointed her out to secu- 
rity, because of her calm manner they may not have 
noticed her.

ment office where she was held by security until 
police arrived.

Talented Mr. Ripley Displays Young Actors’ Talents

From the very beginning,"The Talented Mr. 


Ripley” displays the depth and psychosis of 
the title character with remarkable subtlety. 
From Matt Damon's portrayal of Tom Ripley, a 
piano tuner who lives in a dank New York 
basement, to the cinematography, “Ripley” 
reminds us that evil wears many masks. 

The story begins with Tom Ripley meeting 
the parents of a character named Dickie. 
Dickie’s father, thinking Tom Ripley knows his 
son, hires Ripley to bring his son back to New 
York. 


With Tom Ripley's trip to Italy financed with 
Dickie's father’s money, Ripley is somewhat 
pitted against Dickie from the beginning. 

Scary movies give evil a face that is easily 
recognizable. The bad guy tends to display his 
cruelty out in front from the onset by the way 
he treats other people. Because of outward 
cruelty, the good guys spot them quickly, 
allowing justice to prevail. In “Ripley” the bad 
guy is much harder to recognize and is only 
subtly eluded to. 

What makes “Ripley” especially chilling is 


that if pushed hard enough, even someone 
like the stiff, mild-mannered Tom Ripley is 
capable of unspeakable atrocities. Even more 
chilling is the only thing that motivated Tom 
Ripley to commit these unspeakable acts is he 
was envious of his friend’s wealth and prive- 
lage. 

Jude Law and Gwyneth Paltrow do well 
with what they are given considering that they 
both are virtually eclipsed by Damon's chilling 
performance. Law works well as the typical, 
overindulged, good-looking, trust fund squan- 
dering jock. 

Paltrow is perfect 
at being  Dickie's 
equally —_ priveleged 
fiance. However, 
Paltrow’s character, 
“Marge” is hardly a 
stretch from Paltrow's 
character in a perfect 
murder. Both charac- 
ters are well off and 
the only one who 
thinks to dig deeper 
into the mystery. 

At times the movie 
can lag a tiny bit, and 
the other characters 
are insignificant in 
comparison to Tom 
Ripley. However, this 
is probably one of the 
scariest movies we'll 
ever see, because it 
isn't far removed from 
reality.

The University of Nebraska-Omaha hockey team piles 
up frequent flyer miles again this weekend when they travel 
to Big Rapids, Mich. to take on the Ferris State Bulldogs. 

The Mavericks fourth conference opponent in a row will 
be a major test. UNO, who is fighting for playoff position, 
currently ranks eighth in the Central Collegiate Hockey 
Association. Ferris State ranks in sixth place in the confer- 
ence but leads UNO by just one point. Four points will be 
exchanged this weekend in the two-game series. UNO 
could find themselves as high as fifth or as low as tenth. 

The Mavericks will ride the goalie stick of sophomore 
Rodney McLeod who has posted some of the best goal- 
tending in a three-year period with his performances in the 
past four games.
